In the meantime, however, contin- 
ued inundation of the town of New- 
ton, Ga., on the Flint river, and fur- 
ther traffic delays on highways and 
rail lines was generally regarded as 
certain by railroad and state highway 
officials. 

The waters of Flint river had inun- 
dated almost all of the town of New- 
ton and were still rising as the few 
remaining residents paddled about in 
boats. 

The expected recession in the Flint 
at Albany failed to materialize today, 
as the second crest apparently merged 
with the first of last week, just as re- 


cession was expected. 
Second Crest Due. 

United States Weather Observer 
DD. W. Brosnan said the fall of two- 
tenths of a fvot during seven hours 
today would indicate that the first 
high waters of the Flint would not be 
out of the way before the second crest 
vame down the river. Little of Albany 
proper was affected, but the gas plant 
was put out of commission and manu- 
facturies suffered great inconvehience 
at the peak of the water last week. 

Highway crews were busy in both 
states. Alabama's road construction 
forces expected to repair main travel 
arteries through the southern part of 
the state by tomorrow night, and 
Georgia's highway department an- 
nounced that detours would be in use 
to care for the heavy Florida tourist

Mexico City, March 6—I accept 
with pleasure your offer to explain 
abroad through the United News as- 
sociations the causes of the revolu- 


ition and the present military situa- 


tion. 

As President Portes Gil, at whose 
orders as a soldier I placed myself 
since the beginning of the outbreuk, 
has said, it can be emphatically, stated 
that no other armed movement has had 


in later times in Mexico less real or) 
apparent justification than the one, 


headed by the ex-Generals Escobar, 
Aguirre and Manzo. 

The movement is one started by bad 
military chiefs, greedy and corrupted, 
who without the remotest revolution- 
ary principles in the social and eco- 
nomie order and without the remotest 
purpose for the betterment of the 
masses, rebel against a civil leader 
who has shown with only three 
months’ of administration that he has 
and has had a perfect respect for. the 
law and public and private morality. 

Under the false pretenses of the i0- 
tention to impose candidates in the 
coming presidential campaign, whose 
results can only be known in Novem- 
ber, and claiming as the only apparent 
reason the violation of the public suf- 
frage, that has not been exercised yet 
and shall only be _ exercised nine 


I have mentioned are taking advan- 
tage of the forces placed in their hands 
by the government of the republic to 
guarantee its institutions and take 
eare of the honor of the country.

“Elijah,” the oratorio by Mendels- 
sohn, will be presented by members of 
the Agnes Scott Choral society at 
9:30 o’clock this evening on the radio 
program of WSB. 

The soprano part will be sung by 
Miss Mary Buttrick, soprano of 
Park Street Methodist church. The 
contralto will be Mrs. V. E. Mans- 
field, of the First Presbyterian church, 
Decatur. The part of “Obediah” 
will be taken by Vaughan Ozmer, 
tenor, of the choir of Central Presby- 
terian church. Walter Herbert, bari- 
tone, of Druid Hills Baptist church, 
will sing the title part.

This is followed by a recitative 
and aria for tenor, Obadiah calling 
on the people to repent, The next 
passage to be presented is the duet 
for soprano and baritone; Elijah and 
the widow of Zarephath prevail upon 
God to restore life to the son of the 
latter. 

The following section of the ora- 
torio contains the dramatic force of 
the work. It is the familiar scene of 
the denunciation of King Ahab and 
the priests of Baal by Elijah. The 
chorus is first heard = to advantage, 
first representing the priests in their 


jfervent prayer to Baal. and the peo- 


ple of Israel, who realize their error 
when Baal fails to respond and the 
fire from heaven consumes the offer- 
ing of Elijah. This part of the ora- 
torio discloses a passage of great beau- 
ty in the aria, “Lord God of Abra- 
ham,” Elijah’s beseeching prayer, The 
latter part of the opus contains it 
succession the eminently beautiful 
and stately, though plaintive aria, “It 
Is Enough,” the dramatic, appealing 
soprano passage, “Hear Ye, Israel,” 
and the outstanding contralto solo of 
the work, “O, Rest in the Lord.” The 
presentation closes with the chorus, 
“He Watcheth Over Israel.”

Everybody's Business 


Huebner Says Credit On Hu- 
man Lives Will Equal Security 
of Present-Day Standard as 
Outstanding. 


Dr. S. S. Huebner, well known pro- 
fessor of life insurance at the Whar- 
ion school, University of Vennsyl- 
vania, believes that 20 years from 
;now as much credit will be outstand- 
ing, with the value of human lives 
as security, as is now outstanding 
with property as security. 

“There is an increasing realization 
in commercial circles that the creator 
| of wealth is himself the supreme fac- 
tor in the estate created,’ Dr. Hueb- 
ner says. “Soon the money value of 
‘}uman lives in the United States will 
| be reckoned at about six times the 


6, | national property value.” 


Dr. Huebner goes further. He be- 
lieves life insurance will come to be 
| ented as a callable sinking fund 
pond on the loss of life, with all 
thinking men estimating the economic 
loss their deaths will necessarily mean. 

Insure Adequately. 

The result will be that men _ will 
begin insuring adequately—prodigious- 
ly. according to present standards— 
against such loss, This insurance ex- 
pert has estimated that the actual 
business loss in needless adult deaths 
amounts to $3,000,000,000 annually. 

But another type of insurance is 
coming—not yet worked out, but soon 
‘to be. It is against price fluctuations. 
Think of that! The financial depres- 
sion of 1921, which caused 24,000 
bankruptcies in the United States, 
might have been alleviated to a large 
extent had these companies been ade- 
quately protected by price insurance 
so their losses could have been ob- 
viated., 

The myriad lines of future insur- 
ance development cannot be vounted. 


“Why put a tariff on bananas?” 
asks Victor. M. Cutter, president of 
the United States Fruit company, 
largest importer of bananas in the 
United States. 

Central America, from which we 
took 30.000.000 bananas last year, 
bought $170,000,000 of agricultural 
products, flour, lard. canned goods. 


Buying Centgal American’ bananas 
helped to pay American farmers for 
their sales of goods to Central Amer- 


ica. 

“Why not continue the friendly re- 
lationship?’ asked the president of 
the United Fruit, especially in view 
of the fact that no bananas are raised 
within the territorial limits of the 
United States. 

- Takes Issue. 

Chester S. Gray, of the American 
Farm Federation, takes issue with 
Mr. Cutter, and asks a duty of 45 
cents a bunch on the ground that 
bananas compete directly with every 
fruit and berry produced by the Amer- 
ican farmer, as well as with many 
vegetables and some cereals. 

“With imports coming mostly from 
Central American countries, where 
cost of production is much lower than 
our farmers must meet, a condition 
is faced which makes it necessary to 
have a moderate rate of protective 
duty on bananas,”’ insists Mr. Gray. 

The farmers’ position in the new 
tariff making will be much more im- 
portant than ever before. 


American road builders will he in- 
terested in this: Chile has just let 
a contract to an American firm call- 
ing for the construction of a road 
5.56 miles long and 38 feet wide, 
paved to a width of 20 feet. The total 
contract vrice is $302,500. 

The American firm agrees to main- 
tain the road for seven years after its 
completion, and to have it completed 
within one year. The total expense 
provided will be charged to a loan 
authorized. by the government in Feb- 
ruary, 1928, but the payment of the 
contract will be obtained from road 
taxes provided for in the extraordi- 
nary budget for 1929. 

Relatively this is a small contract, 
but as conditions appear now all the 
countries of South America will be in 
the road-building business in the next 
25 years. 

So far few roads there are paved.
